BOHSiqnsBBSs of lha oonrss pursoad with- 
out eompiaint Ha was obargad with being 
proud. The oharga waa traa, bawasproad. 
His knees were aa inflexible as the Hin- 
wedgeable and gnarled oak,' but he was not 
vain. Vanity reals on the opinion of others, 
pride oo our own. Thosouros ot vanity is 
from without, of pride, from within. Van- 
ity is a vane that turns, a wiHow that bends, 
with every breeae; pride is the oak that de- 
fies the storoL One is a oloud, tbe other 
rook. One is weaknees, tbe other strength. 

"He was the ideal representative, faithful 
and incorruptible. He believed that his con- 
stituents and his country were entitled to 
the fruits of bis expariMMM, to his best and 
hiKh thought.

He 
votisi according to his Judgement, his con-| 
science. He made no bargains, he neither 
liought nor sold. To correct evils, abolish 
abusea and inaugurate reforms be believed 
W(tB not only tlie duty, but tbe privilege, of 
a legislator. He neither sold or mor^aged 
himself. He was in congress during tha 
yeur.s of vast expenditure, of war and waste, 
when the credit of the nation was loaned to ' 
imlividuals; when claims were thick as! 
leaves in June; when the amendment of a 
statute, a c)uiri;;e of a single word meant 
niillioiiK, and when empires were given to 
corporations. He sto<xl at the siiinniit of 
his power, f)eor of the great*i.st, a leailer 
ti'ied and trustAiL He had the tastes of a 
prince, tho fortune of a [xiatiant, and yet he 
never swerviMl. No cor|>oralion vans ^reut 
enough or rich enough to piircha.se him. 
Ills vote could not be Imught 'for all the sun 
seeti, or tbe close earth wombs, or the pro- 
found seas hide.' His hand waa never 
touched by any bribe, and on his soul there 
never was a sordid Slain. Povar^ waa his 
priculeM frown, 

"He was a student of the constitution. He 
knew the boundaries of state and Federal 
jurisdiction, and no man was more familiar

"Me was an orator, Mrnest, logical, intense 
and picturesque.

NATURAL GAS EXPLOSIONS 

(Sanae Several Fire. \m Boflklo— A Cathe- 
dral Burned— Other Fires, 

BurrAi^, N. V., May 11.— An explosion 
of natural gas In the kitchen of Dr. Pierce's 
invalid hotel at 9 o'clock this morning, 
eausvd a blaso that threatened the destruc- 
tion of the building. Tbe gueats were hur- 
ried out, but tb. flames were confined to the 
basement, with Klig;ht damage. 

Fifteen niiiiutas later another explosion («■- 
curred at St. Paul's Episcopal cathedral. 
By the time tho flrenieii reache<l the s[Kit th. 
whole interior was in flames, and within a 
half an hour the edifice was ixinipletely 
gutted. At lea.st a doz<4n other explosions 
ocnirred at different points through(uit the 
city. An explosion in North Strts^t church 
caused a blaze which was eitin^uisisl by the 
Jailitor. Tho residence of Mr. Uiirry Ham- 
lin, on Delaware avenue, also sustained slight 
damage from the same tuse. 

The reasons assigned for the explosions is 
tbe breaking of a valve in tha standpipe at 
East Buffalo, which ooolrola tba prsssnre of 
gas in the city pipes. 

St. Paul's cathedral was one of the flnest 
church edifluus in western New York, and 
cost tl06,00<). The insurance is fS5,0(X), 
which, it is thought, will cover the loss.

HOW MR. PULLER TREATS THE RE- 
IHIBLICAN CHARMS 



An latlmato 
Vriend Says Ha Wae Trae to the Morth 
Uarinc the iMtm Rebellion— Mr. raller 

Refuse* tu Be Inrervlewed. 

Haw Yoas, May 11.— Tha World's Chi- 
spaotal s^rai Rapabtteaa nawapapm, 
partloalariy bi tba east, have, within the 
past fbw days, oontainsd ssveni serioas 

charges cont erning Melville W. Fuller's past 
record, notably during the war. Mr. Fuller 
was a menilier of the famous "peace legis- 
lature" of Illinois, and in January, l66», it 
to allifod, tolrodnaad a biU toratlfy the 
Oorwln amanilaMBt to Iba owMtilBlinn of the 
United Btatea. 

The amendment was passed just before 
the clo^e of the Buchanan atlministratinn 
and ( i<>hil)it<Nl interference with slavery in 
any state. The Illinois vote was only six 
six days subsequent to Lincoln's tlrst proc- 
lamation of emancipation. The amendment 
was finally ynvatt d by tha Joint rssoluttOB of 
tbe Illinois le!;^islature. 

It is also v) iri^ed that on Ibbruary 4 Mr. 
Puller vot<'d for a resolution and preamble 
which protested ag.iinst furth,>r prosecution 
of the war. A few days later, according to 
these 8tat«nii'nts, Mr. Fuller voted against a 
bill to ert* nd the right of sufTruge to tha 
▼oluntei* Mrldicrs of Illinois in the service of 
the United Stjites On June 8 Mr. Fuller 
voted for resolutions denouncing the mili- 
tary authorities for l>anishing C li. Val- 
landighain "as an outlaw and exile from his 
home into the enemy's country, for tbe of- 
fense nf only baviBC a a i r al as d Ibailgiitof 

free sfieech," 

On June 10 Uicliard Yates, the war gov- 
ernor, prorogued the "p«a<'e legislature." 
A resolution for fixing a day for final tul- 
JouEj^ment hn<l passed the senate and wa 
sent to the house for concurrenrw. In the 
honse it was amemled by the insertion of 
another day. Under this condition of af- 
fairs, on June tO, lotV), Governor Yates sent 
to the legislature a message to the effect 
that by virtue of tbe power vested in him by 
the state conslitution, he declared the gen- 
eral assembly adjourned to the Saturday 
next, preceding the first Monday in Janu- 
ary, 1865. After the reecUng of this meesage 
the minority or adminUtration party, with- 
drew from the house, thus being the major- 
ity without a quorum. 

Being rendered powerlees for the further 
transaction of btisiness the majority entered 
upon tbe records a protest against the action 
of tbe governor, and iaformally left their 
Mr. Fuller was prominent in tbe 
of the opposition, and from a special 
oommittee on the subject submitted a pro- 
Issl dSBOuneing tha action of tbe governor. 
Mr. fUlar arraigned Oovarnor Yates' act as 
arbitrary, illegal, naooastitutional and out- 
nvooos, a moastrona asnrpatioa of power 
and a asfarioas attsaspl to atop th.l.clsU- 
tion of thostata 

Mr. Fuller will not talk axoapt to his most 
intimate firianda Oaa ot these friends, a 
long and dosa oonlUaato of Mr. Fuller, who 
knows more of bto Ibougbta than any other 
man alive, was asksd by Worid oorres 
tba suppoosd oppositioa in 



The friend said: "Mr. Fuller is not in the 
least dbturbed at the possibility of such op- 
position. It is rsportsd that the Republicans 
have unearthed a lot of eharges against hint, 
but which are entirely Calss.
